TRAFFIC THROTTLED, 


The Gould System at the Mercy 
of the Knights of- Labor. 


No Freight Moving Into or 
Out of St Louis To-Day. 


The Situation Practigally Un- 
changed at All Points. 


Wild Rumors Concerning New Moves by the 
Malcontents—Possibility of the Abandon- 
ment of All Passenger Trains—A Threat 
to the Effect that Other Roads, Will Be 
Affected Unless the Gould System Yields— 
Conductors and Brakemen Suspended on 
Western Branch Roads—Local Meetings. 


The troubles on the Southwestern Gould sys- 
tem, which began Saturday, continue to-day, 
and there seems to be no immediate prospect 
of arriving at a solution of the situation. The 
Knights of Labor are meeting at various points 
between here and Marshall, Tex., and the 
only news that is offered from their respective 
headquarters indicates a determined purpose 
to carry their point, either by maintaining 
their present attitude or, if necessary, 
by extending their influence to other roads 
connected with the Gould system. Locally 
there has not been any change in tne situa- 
tion. During the morning several wild ru- 
mors flew through the city, to the 
effect that the Bridge and Tunnel 
hands andthe Relay depot men in East St. 
Louis would join the strikers, but the rumor 
when run to earth proved foundationless. 
The time set by rumor, for the going 
outofthe Bridge and Relay depot men was 
noon, but atnoon andafter the noon hour 
these men continued at work. Late this 
afternoon the statement was made by 
a brakeman that a meeting would be held 
to-day at which the switchmen and 
brakemen of the Union Depot and Wa- 


bash would demand the same payfor their 
services as the Chicago schedule provides $70 


per month, instead of $60 and $65. 
This move __ will, of course, inerease 
the complications and deepen the troubles. 
which are already so grievous that shippers 
are loudly complaining and business is re- 
ceiving a serious interruption. Appli- 
cation to the railroad officials here 
brings forth no information concerning the 
extent of the freight interruption caused by 
the strike. The only response they make to 
inquiries is that no freight is moving and they 
do not know when the blockade will be 
raised. The agents of Eastern lines have 
joined the throng of complainants, because 
when freight reaches here it is 
refused at the yatds. The scene 
presentetl in the local railroad yard is one of 
chaos and confusion. Thousands of cars are 
standing on the tracks, and there is no 
hope of a wheel moving for some 
time to come. <A _ great deal of the 
freight is of a perishable nature and the loss 
will, in consequence of this interruption, be 
very great. Atthe ’Frisco yards at Jefferson 
avenue, cars are piled up in a manner 
that is calculated to fill the railroad officials 
with despair. Over1,000 cars are lying mo- 
tionless in the Missouri Pacific yards at Caron- 
delet, and the only point at which there 
are any cars moving is Marshall, Tex., where 
itis said afew cars are being slowly handled. 
Not ray freight train has ‘ left 
the Union Depot yesterday or to-day, 
and the passenger trains which went out were 
put together by Assistant Superintendent 
Stillwell and the yard master, the strikers 
holding aloof or entirely ab- 
senting themselves from the piace. 
In local railroad circles the abandonment of 
passenger trains is not only held as a proba- 
bility, but is regarded as very probable. 


The first ste in that direction 
seems to have been already taken, asa tele- 


gram from Sedalia announces the fact 
that an order has been posted here 
suspending all the conductors and brakemen 
on the St. L., K. &C., the Lexington Branch 
and the Hannibal & Parsons. The report is 
current at that point that all passenger 
trains will be abandoned at once and that 
only the mail cars will be attached to and run 
over the road by the engines. At Mar- 
shall, Tex., where the trouble originated, 
there was & rumor that thousands of 
additional Knights would beadded to the num- 
ber of the strikers before night. Such a move 
is meant to include the conductors 
and brakemen on the entire Southwestern 
system, and the enforcement of the order 
would stop every passenger train. It 
was also said at this point thatif necessary 
to gain their point and to bring the 
Gould system to terms, the Knights would call 
out every man employed on all the railroad 
systems in any way involved with the Gouid 
roads. The Missouri Pacific officials at Chi- 
cago realize the gravity of the situa- 
tion, as they have issued an order 
to all their agents not to receive 
any perishable freight until farther notice. 
The news from every important point indi- 
cates the determination of the Knights to carry 
their point. 


Missouri Pacific Yards This Morning. 
The Missouri.Pacific yards at Ewing avenue 
wore a holiday appearance this morning; not 
a wheel was turning and nota mechanic of any 
class was at work.

At Union Depot. 

Allincoming and outgoing passenger trains 
atthe Union Depot were running about on 
time this morning. The switchmen of the 
Bridge and Tunnel Company were bandling all

Weill, assistant superintendent of the terminal 
facilities of the bridge andtunnel. The ac- 
commodation trains on the Missouri Pacifico 
were not all running and 0»no © at- 
tempt was being made to handie ti 
freight business of either the Missouri 
Pacific or Iron Mountain road. The Knights of 

bor, who have heretofore refused to allow 
any trains to run except the baggage car, mail 
car and engine, have to-day agreed to allow 
the mail trains, passenger coaches and all to 
rub without interference. 


The Situation at Carondelet. 

At about 10 o’clock this morning all work in 
and aboutthe Missouri Pacific and Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad yards ceased, as was determined 
at the meeting of the men at Druids’ Hall 


last night. The machine shop men did not 
even get up steam, and in fact did not 
put in their appearance until late in the 
morning. Two switch engines were kept busy 
switching freight cars from the main to side 
tracks, and they at 12 o’clock ceased 
operations. The Missouri Pacific transfer 
boats are lying idle, no one being willing 
to switch the freight cars on or 
off them. Large groups of men stood 
this morning on corners and around 
Robert Avenue Depot discussing the condition 
of the strike. A large meeting of 
the men will be held at Dru- 
id's Hall to-night for the purpose 

discussing the situation. Freight 
carstothe number of 800 are lying upon side 
tracks, some heavily laden with grain and 
merchandise, while the majority are 
empty. Every thing was perfectly 
ouiet and at noon the crowd dispersed. 
It is romored that the brakemen will in a few 
days demand an increase of wages, but this 
report has not been verified, asthe brakemen 
refuse to talk about the subject, 


Bridge and Tunnel Hands, 

A rumor which was circulated, to day to the 
effect that the switchmen in the employ of 
the Bridge and Tunnel Company had 
joined the strike, was found upon investica- 
tion to be untrue. At the general offices 
of the company, located at the entrance 
to the bridge on ‘Third street and 
Washington avenue, it was learned by 
a PosT-DIsSPATCH reporter that it had 
been strongly intimated to the 
the company that the men intended going out 
at 5 o'clock this evening. Later on it 
developed that the rumor concerning the 
Bridge and Tunnel Company’s men grew out 
of the fact that early this morning a com- 
mittee representing the Knights of Labor 
in the company’s employ had waited upon Snu- 
perintendent A. W. Dickenson upon matters 
connected with the present strike. 

Dickenson was dumb upon the subject and re- 
fused positively to say a word about it, claim- 
ingt wey S was a matter entirely between his 

an ng : 

W hen asked if he placed any reliance in the 
report which emanated from the general office 
of the Bridge ana Tunnel Company that the 
men were prepared to go outat5o’clock, 
Mr. Dickenson said: ‘‘NoI donot. I don’t 
believe there is anythinginit. Our men are 
very well satisfied so faras I know and have 
no intention of going out.’’ 

‘‘Are you experiencing any difficulty in 
making up the trains?’’ 

‘*‘Not very much. All of the through trains 
on the Missouri Pacific Road went out this 
morning. The only passenger trains held 
back by the strike are the accommodation 
trains.*’ 

The Bridge and Tunnel Company employs 
225 men outside of the engineers and firemen. 
OGne hundred and sixty-five are located on this 
side and sixty on the other side of 
the river. In the event of their joining the 
strike, the Gould System would loose its only 
remaining avenue of connection with the 
East. 


What They Asked, 

It was learned this afternoon upon good 
authority that the notice which the 
Bridge and Tunnell Company employes served 
upon Superintendant A. W. Dickenson, re- 
above, about which Dickenson 
refused to give any information, was 
to the effect _ that the men 
would quit work immediately if required to 
bandle Missouri Pacific or Iron Mountain roll- 
ing stock. 


Wicgins Ferry Company. 

Among the many rumors in circulation this 
morning was one that the employes in the 
railroad transfer department of the Wiggins 
Ferry Company had joined the strikers. 
The report was denied by Vice-President 
Ridgeway of the company. At the Chouteau 
avenue switch it was learned that not a freight 
car had been handied to-day. The switch en- 
gine and its crew, composed of six men, are 
furnished by the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Company. This morning the engine and crew 
failed to materialize at the Wiggins Ferry 
Company switch and no attempt was made by 
the ferry people to transier any freight cars. 

The ’Frisco Suffering. 

The St. Louis and San Francisco, while nota 
party to the present trouble, is suffering about 
the same amount of loss as is the Missouri 


Pacific itself. By a contract with the Pacific. 
made whenthe ’Frisco was completed from 
Pacific, Mo., to Grand Avenue Junction, it 
was stipulated that the Missouri Pacific switch 
engine should handle their freight between 
the Eighth Street Depot and the Junction. 
As the Knights of Labor will not switch for Pa- 
cific engines hauling freight, a vast number of 
loaded cars have accumulated at the Grand 
avenue yards, and about eighty cars of mer- 
chandisé are blocked at the Seventh street 
freight depot. There is but one way to get 
shipments over the ’Frisco, and that isto haul 
it to Grand avenue in wagons. 


The Brakemen Will Work. 

An effort was made at Union Depot this 
morning to get the backing of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Brakemen in the strike, and 
E. C. Wilkerson of Galesburg, Ills., Grand 
Master Workman of the order, was telegraphed 
to come on here. The Brotherhood, which is 
more of a benevolent organization than any- 
thing else, is composed of brgkemen and 
switchmen and has no connection whatever 
with the Knights of Labor. A meeting of the 
Brotherhood was held this morning to deter- 
mine what action they should take in the mat- 
ter, and it was decided that they had no 
grievance. They appointed a committee to 
call on Superintendent Dickinson of the Union 
Depot, and notify him that the Brotherh 
men were willing to work on the Union Depot 
Railway and Iron Mountain Road, provid 
they were not asked to handle any Missou 
Pacifico cars. The committee called on

A Delayed Meeting. 

Word was quietly passed around among the 
men atthe yards this morning to goto Eu- 
terpe Hall on Jefferson avenue and Walnut 
street for a meeting at 10 o’clock. A crowG of 


probably 500 men gathered arounti the corner 
and waited until 10:30 o’clock, when the Hall 
Committee returned. after trying to get the 
hall and reported that it could 
not be had until 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
The reason for this is that the hall the 
Knights have been meeting in is covered with 
aftine brussels carpet, and: the proprietors 
wanted time to get tarpaulins to cover it, the 
mud being so thick that it was necessary to 
the carpet’s protection. The objectof this 
meeting is, it was said, to initiate some twenty- 
five or thirty newimembers. In this connection 
t was asserted that the K. of L. in the United 
States is averaging about 2,000 new members 
per day. 
A LONG WATCH. 

While the reporter was standing in the 
crowd near the kuterpe Hall one of the leaders 
gave the command to those who had not stood 
watch at the shops to report for duty at once, 
as some of the men had been on duty for over 
twenty-four hours consecutively. 

TOTAL ABSTINENCE. 

The question of any of the members taking 
even asingle drink drew out a very warm 
discussion in favor of total abstinence, and a 
threat was made by the boys to sew the first 
man canght druok in a sack and leave him 
there until he should promise to reform.

KING MILAN OF. SBRVIA CONTINUES HIS

Sensational Dispatches from Vienna and 
Belgrade — The Reorganization of the 
Egyptian Army—Gladstone Ul—The Irish 
Measures—A Fatal Tug Explosion—Foreign 
News.

LONDON, March 8.—Sensationail dispatches 
arrive to-day from Viennaand Belgrade, say- 
ing that renewed outbreak of the war on the 
expiration of the extended armistice is de- 
clared to be almost certain.

He conscientiously believes 
that the silver dollar is worth 80 cents; and 
hence, of course, it would be neither 
honest nor consistent for him to tender 
such a spurious coin as the equivalent of 
100 cents in paying @ debt or making a 
purchase. The logic of financial theoriz- | 
ing is sometimes on ugly and clumsy 
thing when transferred from the domain 
of casuistry to the crucial wats practicay’ 
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application. The difficulty which Mr. 
Mirianp doubtless experiences in smooth- 
ing the strained relations between his 
financial theory and his financial practice 
offers an eloquent plea for public sympa- 
thy. 


DIVIDING PROFITS. 

From the flour mills at Minneapoljs to 
the granite quarries on New England’s 
rock-bound coast we hear of sporadic ex- 
periments with systems for dividing profits 
between labor and capital, and thus pre- 
venting strikes. The system adopted by 
the New England Granite Company, which 
employs 500 laborers in its quarries at 
Westerly, R.I., sets aside one-third of the 
receipts for contingent losses, such as 
bad debts, etc., and divides the other 
two-thirds among stockholders and 
laborers on the basis of the capital 
invested and the annual pay roll. 
The latter being $150,000 per annum, and 
the capital stock being $100,000, three- 
fifths of the dividend fund will belong to 
the laborers and two-fifths to the stock- 
holders. The books are to be open to an 
expert accountant, agreed upon by both 
parties, to see that they are accurately 
kept and that the salary list includes only 
fair payments for services actually ren- 
dered, The superintendent figures out 
that this system will yield in a fair aver- 
age season a contingent fund of $8,300, a 
dividend fund of $6,600 for the stock- 
holders and a dividend fund of $10,000 a 
year to the laborers, which means about 
$38 of Christmas money for each employe 
earning $1.85 a day. If the losses are 
not covered by the contingent fund the 
stockholders must stand it, and if it ex- 
ceeds the losses the stockholders get the 
surplus. No laborer is to lose his dividend 
unless discharged for misconduct, and all 
disputes on that score and in regard to 
wages and operating expenses are to be 
arbitrated. The theory of the scheme 
is that the interest of the workmen will 
enable the company to conduct its busi- 
ness much more economically. Of course, 
the suecessof the experiment, even under 
the fairest and best management, must 
depend largely on the success and pros- 
pects of the business, and the full effect 
on the employes cannot be felt until they 
have begun to pocket the dividends. As 
one attempt to solve the great labor 
problem this experiment seems based on 
fair principles and to be at least worthy 
of success. 

TAX REFORM. 

A thorough reform of our system of tax- 
ation should be the dominant issuein the 
election of members of the next Legis- 
lature of Missouri... Throngh indifference, 
cowardice or want of capacity, our State 
Board of Equalization has utterly failed 
to equalize the valuation of property 
among the different counties for taxation. 
With such equalization our system will be 
but little less awkward, unequaland un- 
scjentific than the methods of Turkey or 
Egypt. Without any attempt at all at 
equalization, it works in practice directly 
acainst the fundamental provisions of the 
Constitution and the laws under which it 
was instituted, and has become a hump- 
backed and lopsided caricature of fair and 
equal taxation. Other States are resort- 
ing to other methods of raising revenue, 
and others again have appointed revenue 
new State 
and in every case 
the tendency is towards an excise 
system adjusted upon the earnings 
of quasi public corporations and upon 
the consumption of intoxicating bev- 
The experience of our. Fed- 
eral government,|in raising immense sums 
by @ process which distributes the burden 
so insensibly that no class or interest 
seems to be consciously affected by it, af- 
fords a field for study that is full of sug- 
gestion to State economists. We believe 
that ifis possible for each State govern- 
ment to support itself by a tax system far 
more equal in its operations than our 
present one, and at the same time leave 
the direct taxation of real estate and per- 
sonal property to the municipalities, the 
counties and towns, for municipal pur- 
poses only. If we are to adhere to the old 
system, the Legislature should at 
least provide for an effective and just 
equalization.

The expuision of Parson Downs from 
the ministry has increased his drawing 
.power among the Boston people. This is 
doubtless chiefiy due to the public love of 
sensationalism, but some of it may be 
justly ascribed to the eccentric Bostonian 
“cult.” In the Eastern cities, and among 
the oldest communities, the natural curi- 
osity that is awakened by notorious crim- 
inals and moral transgressors too often 
runs into sympathetic admiration and 
adoring wonder. Itisin these communi- 
ties that hideous murderers under sentence 
of death are loaded with bouquets and 
dainties by elegantand fashionable ladies. 
It is not because the ladies think 
it afine thing. to kill people, though their 
action might warrant such a conclusion, 
but because they are the victims of a dis- 
eased sentimentalism and a maudlin sym- 
pathy. In the West the criminal and 
moral offenders are valued at their real 
worth. MAXWELL is a supposed murderer 
of extraordinary notoriety, and when he 
was caught and put inthe St. Louis Jail 
the most notable tokens of kindly sym- 
pathy which he received were from a no- 
torious woman of the town, besides a 
Bible sent by some one who felt concerned 
in the welfare of his soul.

The Law About Public Papers. 
From the National Republican. 

Referring to papers in relation to which the 
issue has been raised between the President 
and the Senate, the President in his message 
says: 

1 consider them in no proper sense as upon the files 
of the department, but as deposited there for my con- 
venience, remaining still completely under my con- 
trol. Isuppose if I desired to take them Into my cus- 
tody I might do so with entire propriety, and if I saw 
tit to destroy therm no one could complain. 


Here is what the law saysin relation to pa- 
pers filed or deposited with any judicial or 
public oflicer. We quote the Revised Statutes: 


Sec. 5403. Every person who yates | destroys or 
attempts to destrov or, with intent to steal or destroy, 
takes and carries away any record, paper or proceed- 
ing of a court of justice, filed or deposited withany 
clerk or officer of such court, or any paper, or docu- 
ment, or record filed or deposited in any public office, 
or with any judicialor public officer, shall, without 
reference to the value of the record, paper, docu- 
ment or proceeding so taken, pay a fine of not more 
tuan $2.000, or suffer imprisonment at hard labor not 
more than three yeass, or both. 

Sec. 5408. Every officer, having the custody of 
any record, document, paper or proceeding specitied 
in section 5403, who fraudulently takes away, or 
withdraws, or destroys any such record, document. 
paper or proceeding tiled in his office, or deposited 
with him, or In his custody, shall paya fine of not 
more than $2,000, or suffer imprisoninent ‘at hard 
labor not more than three years, or both: and shall, 
moreover, forfeit his office and be forever afterward 
disqualified from holding any office under the Goy- 
ernment of the United States.

His main idea to which he clung 
with persistency and which he industriously 
impressed upon his fellow workmen was the 
formation of a national labor organization for 
the protection of workingmen against the 
combinations and the power of capital. 

He began the work of forming this organiza- 
tion in 1369, at first mainly among the cloth- 
cutters. The first local assembly was prop- 
erly organized in 1873. This was Assembly No. 
1, andit has been duplicated in formin every 
city in the Union at present. The bodyspread 
rapidi in Philadelphia ‘until it in- 
cluded nearly all the trades and the vast 
majority of the working men. 

Having gained ascendency in Philadelphia 
its tentacles began to reach out to other 
places. An assembly in Trenton, N.J., proved

TRIAL OF THE LIBEL SUIT RESULTING 
FROM A TRAGEDY, 


The Murder of the Little McLaughlin Girls 
at Flag Springs, and the Motives of the 
Murderer a Subject for a Jury in Judge 
Dillon’s Court To-Day— Additions to the 
Divorce Chapter—Matters in Litigation. 


A special jury was empaneled this morning 
in Judge Dillon’s Court forthe trial of the $50,- 
000 libel suit brought by Mrs. Cyrus Edwards 
against the publishers of the Republican. 
Mrs. Edwards is represented by Messrs. 
Crosby, Rusk & Craig of Kansas City and 
M. Dickson of this city. The 
publishers are represented by ex-Judge 
Lindley and his son Ed P. Lindley. The 
plaintiff is the wife of Cyrus B. Edwards, and 
her maiden name was Mary Elizabeth Bate- 
man. She is the sister of Oliver Bateman, 
who was stretched at Savannah, November 21, 
i8s4, forthe murderof the McLaughlin chil- 
dren. Aspécial dispatch from St. Joe dated 
January 17, 1885, appeared in the Republicanthe 
following morping giving particulars of 
further developments in the MeLauchlin 
tragedy. The Batemans and the McLaughlins 
were neighbors at Flag Springs, in Andrew 
County. The Sunday afternoon of the trag- 


-edy the littie McLaughlin girl paid a visit to 


the Batemans and found Mary Bateman 
at home with her brother Oliver. The 
children remained about two hours and then 
set out homeward. Their little bodies were 
subsequently discovered in a cornfield. The 
eldest girl, Adella, had been criminally as- 
saulted and her throat wascut. The younger 
one received a bullet wound. 

Suspicion in the first place attached to New- 
ton Bateman, a younger brother of Oliver, but 
in the end it was shown that Oliver Bateman 
was ibsentfrom home atthe hour that the 
tragedy occurred lis sister subsequentiy 
changed the statement which she had made 
before the Coroner's jury concerning his 
whereabouts that afternoon. The special dis- 
patch, which is the subject of the 
ulleged libel, referred to the general 
opinion in the neighborhood Flag 
“prings as to the motives for the murder of 
the children and alleged’ that criminal rela- 
tions existed between Oliver Bateman and his 
sister and thatthe McLaughlin children were 
in possession of this knowledge. 

The publishers in an amended answer admit 
the publication and plead justification. They 
contend that there was no malice on the 
part of any one concerned in the publication; 
thatit was furuished by the St. Joe corre- 
spondent, an attache of the Gazette,as a legit- 
imate item of current news, and in support of 
the publication avolfime of depositions was 
submitted showing that Miss Date- 
man ‘swore falsely before the Coro- 
ner’s jury, and that she conducted 
herself in an unbecoming mannér at a certain 
school exhibition, and that she was seen by 
several parties in irregular attitudes, amd that 
her relations with her brother was a matter of 
common discussion in the neighborhood.

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THE SHOPLIFTERS. 


THE PRINCIPALS IN THE CONSPIRACY 
CONFESS THIS AFTERNOON, 


How the Wholesale Robbery, was Worked— 
An Assemblage of Prominent Dry Goods 
Men at the Four Courts—Mrs. Dayton, the 
Leader of the Gang, Makes a Confession 
To-Day—Warrants Sworn Out. 


Representatives of Barr’s, Crawford’s, Nu- 
gent’s, Scrugg’s and other stores were at the 
office of the Chief of Detectives to-day to 
identify goods recovered from the shoplifters 
arrested Saturday. They identified alot of the 
articles, and warrants for larceny were sworn 
out against Mrs. Amelia Dayton and Miss Min- 
nie Brown. This is the most extensive arrest 
of shoplifters ever made here, and the goods 
which were recovered are valued at $500, 
while the entire amount of property 
Stolen by the gang must have been five 
or six timesthissum. The arrest came about 
in a rather odd way. Oflicers Badger and 
Flynn, in making the rounds of the pawn- 
shops, discovered in one place some articles 
bearing the private marks of certain stores 
here. Of course, their suspiciona were 
aroused, and they took the names and ad- 
dresses given by the parties who had left 
them. Inquiry at other shops developed the 
fact that the same parties had pawned goods 
in nearly all of them. And here is where they 
acted very foolishly in gjving their right names 
and addresses. Saturday Officers Flynn, 
Badger and McGrath visited the house No. 
2204 Liddle street and arrested Mrs. Amelia 
Dayton, 48 years of age, and her son, 
Clifford Dayton, William Harris and wife 
Ada Harris, 24 years of age, and at 1803 Carr 
street Miss Minnie Brown, a maiden of about 
2 years of age and her aged m®ther, Mrs. 
Brown, were arrested. A search of the houses 
resuited in the finding of a wagon load of 
goods, bolt dress goods, ladies underwear, 
pocket knives, satchels, pocket books, table 
cloths, towels, handkerchiefs, laces, fancy 
goods, silverware, and in short all sorts of 
stull, 

THE PARTY 

was takento the Third District station and 
from there tothe office ofthe Chief of Police 
atthe Four Courts. Mrs. Brown was released 
at the Third District station as it was evident 
she had nothing to do with the thefts. 
A number of pawn tickets were found on the 
women when searched by the police matron at 
the Four Courts. Sunday Mrs. Harris, who 
took her arrest very hard, weakened and made 
a confession. She said she and her hasband 
had come here from Kansas City in January, 
and went to live with Mrs. Brown. One day 
when she visited Mrs. Dayton the latter showed 
her numerous articles she had stolen and as 
Harris was out of employment his wife was 
easily persuaded to join them in their shop- 
lifting enterprise. She says she never stole 
anything herself but went with Mrs. Dayton 
and Miss Brown and shielded them while they 
committed thefts. Her story of how they did 
their work is very interesting. They had, 
she said, dresses made speciaily for 
the business with huge pockets, 
buttoning atthe top, which extended down 
the entire front of the dress. The dresses all 
had piain fronts, as articles placed in them 
were not so easiiy observed then. Going up to 
acounterthey could shove bolts of goods or 
anything else into their pockets with their 
elbews while apparently examining something 
else with their hands. Discovery was next to 
impossible. The trafic had been going on for 
six months or more, and they pawned and 
sold goods around everywhere, never going to 
one pawnshop too often, lest they should 
arouse suspicion. 
; MRS. DAYTON 

used to represent that she formerly kepta 
store in Kansas City, and some. of the goods 
she sold was stock she had left. Mrs. Harris 
and her husband were released, and will be 
used as witnesses ayainst the other two wom- 
en. The young man, Clifford Dayton, was also 
released, as he did notappearto have any 
haudinthethefts. Out of the six originally 
arrested only Mrs. Dayton and Miss Brown are 
heid. The dry goods men are greatly pleased 
over the arrests, as they have been suffering 
from the depredations of the gang for months, 
but the utmost vigilance on their part failed to 
detect the parties. When the women were 
shown them, they recognized them as custom- 
ers that frequently visited their stores. 

THE PRISONERS CONFESS. 

Later this afternoon Mrs. Dayton and Miss 
Minnie Brown both made full confessions of 
their shoplifting depredations. Mrs. Dayton, 
who is an aunt of Miss Brown, being a sister 
of the tatter’s mother who was re- 
leased Saturday just after her arrest, 
has lived here for five years 
and has been doing more or less shoplifting 
allthe entire time. It was not until about a 
month and a half ago, however, that she went 
into it on an, extensive scale, when she and 
Miss Brown formed a sort of shoplift- 
ing copartnership. They were nearly al- 
ways tagether in their expeditions, and 
Minnie’s mother ard Mrs. Harris also took a 
hand in the business. Mrs. Dayton who has 
remained so firm since her arrest, broke into 
tears to-day as she made her confession, and 
she and Mrs. Brown identified every 
article found with them, telling who 
stole each and where it came 
from. Representatives of Scruggs, Van- 
dervoort & Barney, Wm. Barr Dry Goods 
Company, D. Crawford and Co., B. Nugent & 
Bro., and Penny & Gentiles were present when 
the women made their confessions. Goods 
were taken from each of these 
stores, and also from =the Fa- 
mous, MeArthur’s and other places, 
Five or six warrants for petit larceny will be 
sworn out against each of the two women,and 
they will be prosecuted on them, not having 
taken enough from any one store to warrant a 
charge of grand larceny. Nothing will be 
done to Mrs. Harris or Mrs. Brown, the latter 
having made the first confession and the 
former being allowed to go to take care of her 
mother, over 80 years of age, who is lying 
very ill at home.

HE KILLED HIS WIFE. 
Adam Kuehner on Trial To-day for a Cold 
Blooded Murder. 

The empaneling of a jury in the case of 
Adain Kuehner, charged with the murder of 
his wife, Mrs.Helena Kuehner,is occupying the 
attention of the Crimial Court to-day. It was 
intended not to try any murder cases until the 
United States Supreme Court should pass on 
the constitutionality of the law allowing 
the State fifteen challenges—the poin 
raised in the Hayes case on which a writ of 
error Was granted. Itis the intention of the 
State in this case to only make eight chal- 
lenges, instead of fifteen, so asto be on the 
safe side, but the defense will object, no mat- 
ter how many challenges are made by the State, 
reserving their exception on which to appeal 
the case. ‘The crime for which Kuehner 
isto be tried was committed on Saturday, 
May 350, 1885. He had married his wife, who 
was & widow with five little children and pos- 
sessed of some property, about nine months 
previously, and when she refused to give him 
possession of the property quarrels ensued 
between them. She had him arrested on a 
charge of assault and battery and on 
the day of the shooting she put 
his baggage out of her house into the yard. 
Khuehner was enraged when he came home and 
discovered what his wife had done, and,draw- 
ing a revolver, shot the woman in the right 
breast, and ran away. He was pursued and 
arrested, however,and said he had purchased 
the pistol with the intention of killing 
first his wife and then himself. After 
shooting his wife he had placed the weapon 
to his head and pulled the trigger, but it 
missed fire. This statement of his is very 
damaging, as it shows premeditation, making 
it a clear case of murder in the first degree. 
The defense will be that he wus insane when 
he committed the murder.

A MYSTERIOUS TRAGEDY. 


Edwin Roundy Found Murdered Near Rock- 
ingham, N. H.—His Brother Arrested. 
By Telegraph to tle POST-DISPATCH. 

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., March 8.—The most 
mysterious murder which has occurred in this 
neighborhood for years was committed Satur- 
day evenimg about three miles from this city, 
within the limits of Rockingham on the old 
New England cross-road. John Rene, John 
Herbert, Edwin and Géorge Roundy, farm- 
hands, went to the Pickwick H@teland drank 


for an hour or more, then the R@mndy brothers 
were left, their companions setting out to 
climb the hilltothe neighboring Hays farm, 
where all were employed. An impenetrable 
mystery veils the movements of the two broth- 
ers for the remainder of the night. 

About 4 o clock yesterday morning Mrs. 
Anna L. Gray, who owns the house, was 
awakened by shots outside her window. 
Drawing the curtain she saw George Roundy 
shouting for help. She salled Clerk Henry 
Litehfield, who, on reaching’ road, found 
Edwin dead. The body was war ut the ex- 
tremities were frost-bitten. The dead man’s 
face was covered with blood. There were 
seven bruises over his eyes and the nose and 
face were badly discolored. When questioned, 
the murdered man’s brother said he did not 
know how it happened. 

‘*My memory has gone,’’ he said; ‘‘itis as 
dark to me asto you. Iremember nothing 
since lleftthe house last night. A few min- 
utes ago I awoke outside under the tree. I lay 
on my side close to the stone wall. How I 
came there, or when, Idon’t know. Iseemed 
to hear some far-away sounds, and finally 
panes consciousness. The last time I could 
ring to mind was beinginthe bar-room. I 
raised myself and looked around. Near by 
wasahat, and beyond a dark object onthe 
fice. Iwalked over toward it, and found my 
brother’s mangled body.’’ 

The police, after hearing his story, arrested 
him on suspicion of being the murderer.

COUNT ZICHY. 


THE ONE-ARMED PIANIST THE LION OF 
THE HOUR IN PARIS. 


An Interesting Sketch of Abbe Franz Liszt’s

Fellow Countryman and Pupil—The Count 
as an Athlete, Fencer and Huntsman—Cora 
Pearl’s Memoirs—A School for Volapuk. 


By Telegraph to the’ Post-DisPATCH. 

NEw YorK, March 8.—The Paris corre- 
spondent ofa morning paper, writing under 
date of February 24, says: Count Geza Zichy, 
the celebrated pianist, arrived here last week 
and is thelion ofthe hour. Hehas been 
charming the elite by his performances during 
the past few days, and will givea grand con- 
cert on the 27th at the Salle Albert le Grand, 
in aid of the victims du devoir, under the aus- 
pices of the Paris press. Count Zichy has only 
one arm, and is the greatest living pianist, 
with the sole exception, perhaps, of his coun- 
tryman and teacher, Abbe Franz Liszt. The 
Count was born in Hungary in 1849, and from 
childhood evinced amarked taste for music 
and poetry. When a boy he made 
verses and played on the violin. 
He imagined = that he saw visions 
and even composed serenades forthem. His 
father placed him under the care of a musio 
teacher, but he did not make much progress. 
At last the teacher visited the father and sadly 
remarked: ‘‘Thnat boy of yours has an excel- 
lent right hand, but his left will never amount 
to anything.’’ Never was a prophecy more 
strikingly falsified. When 14 years of 
age the Count lost his right arm, while hunt- 
ing, by an accident. His physician forbade 
him pursuing any physical or intellectual 
work for some time after the amputa- 
tion. The Count chafed under. this 
enforced inactivity for a time, and one 


day he handed his tutor a sealed note with in- 
structions not to open it fora year. The note 
when opened read as follows: ‘‘If withina 
year from this date, Icannot do with my left 
hand everything that other people do with both 
hands, I will blow my brains out.’’ The young 
Count set to work resolutely to carry out his 
resolve. He refused to eat any meat unless it 
was cut with his own hand, and would not eat 
any fruits unless he peeled them himself, and 
he even let his nails grow till he could pare 
them. At the end of three months he was able 
to drive his horses, handle the oar, fence like 
an athlete and 
‘ HUNT LIKE A NIMROD, 

He soon resumed his musical exercises, but 
was compelied to substitute the piano for the 
violin. Meantime he studied law and devoted 
a partof his spare hours to light literature. 
He was fond of the theater and wrote 
four comedies, which were played in a theater 
in Buda Pesth,and published several romances 
and two small volumes of lyric poetry. 
One day the famous Abbe Liszt heard the one- 
armed youth practicing on the piano aione in 
his room. The master Liszt listened for a time 
with rapt attention, then stole into 
the room to tire boy’s presence and 
kissed him .on the forehead, exclaiming: 

‘‘Young man, you willbe without a rival! 
Tu marcellus eris.’’ 

Zichy at once became Liszt’s pupil, and re- 

mained under the instruction of the great 
master for six years. Liszt taught his puplil 
to substitute his thumb forthe right hand in 
playing the piano. But the master afterwards 
deciared that ‘‘he did notthen dream his pupil 
would ever succeed inexecuting the chromatic 
scale or making tiger bounds of fiVe and oc- 
taves by the use of his thumb.’’ After his six 
years’ practice under Liszt, Count Zichy’ en- 
tered on his public career. His first appear- 
ance wis at Vienna, where the celebrated 
critic Handschlick exclaimed, after hearing 
him, ‘‘many people play the piano;some de- 
light us with it, but Zichy enchants.’’ 
The Count has never received any remunera- 
tion from his performances. They are given in 
the cause of charity and he has traveled all 
over Europe in his philanthropic mission. He 
has realized hundreds of thousands of dollars 
for the poor of all countries. A lady referring 
to Count Zichy’s infirmity exclaimed one day 
in the hearing of Liszt; ‘‘Poor man, how I 
pity him.’’ 

‘*Pity him,’’ replied the master; ‘‘not at all, 
Madam; but his pianois to be pitied; and the 
people who never heard him play it still more 
so.’’ The Count is a capital shot and has 
been the victor in three duels. 

CORA PEARL’S MEMOIRS. 

The chief novelty in the reading world is the 
‘*‘Memoirs of Cora Pearl,’’ nowinthe hands 
ofthe publishers. It is said by those who 
have bad glimpses ofthe forthcoming book, 
thatthe writer records the details of her 
misspens life with the least possible amount 
ofscandal. The book, as it appeared first, 
however, was bad in the extreme, so bad that 
it would shock even Paris. But as it was pre- 
pared according to the confession of the 
writer, with the sole object of making money, 
it wasfound that more wasto be gained by 
suppression than by publication. Notice was 
sent to ench of the characters whose 
names were introduced in its 
pages, and the price of suppression 
named. One gentleman sent a check for 2,000 
frances for the omissionof one dainty para- 
graph. Indeed, it is said that a 
shower of such checks was rained 
on the authorities, to the great disappoint- 
ment of the public, who were expecting a vol- 
ume in the style of the late ‘‘Sarah Barnum.’’ 
Cora lives at present in the Ruede Basano, in 
a small but comfortably furnished apartment. 
lier former beauty bas departed and illness 
and poverty, together with her 44 years, have 
left their marks on face and figure. She says 
she was born in England, was the daughter of 
& musical composer and was brought to Paris 
in her l4th year by one of her admirers to play 
in ‘‘Orphee aux Enfers.’’ This was in the 
palmy days of the Empire. She could not 
pronounce a word of French correctly, or 
make herself understood in her part, but this, 
she bravely remarks, were not so muchof a 
disadvantage, as ‘‘under the Empire, his- 
trionic ability had nothing much to do with 
the success of many actresses at minor 
theaters.’’ She dressed in the finest,

and could not think of living on less than 25,- 
000 francs amonth.Her mere table expense fora 
fortnight, while staying at Vichy, were 11,000 
francs. In these days, however, money was 
not a serious afiair for her, as she was at lib- 
erty to draw on the imperial civil list at will. 
She had the entire ministry in hand. One 
member offered her an ailowance of 12,000 
francs a month ahd presented her with a resi- 
dence on the Rue des Bassins that cost 425,000 
francs. With thefall of the empire her em- 
pire, too, departed. She has been living in 
comparative poverty for some time, but her 
ingenious device in connection with her mem- 
oirs has doubtless brought her a golden 
shower. 
A BCHOOL FOR VOLAPUEK 

has been opened in Paris and its conferences 
have been attended by many city celebrities 
of all classes. Volapuk, as is known, is the 
new commercial language invented by M. 
Scheeyer of Constance in 1881. It comprises 
13,000 words and is made up of roots taken 
from the Latin, English, French and German 
languages and is intended by its advocates to 
supersede all other languages as a commercial 
medium ofinformation. The words are most 
all monosyliabies and all useless consonants 
are suppressed. 

There are Volapuk schools at Rouen, Bor- 
deaux, Rochefort and Tunis. Seventy associ- 
ations are engaged in the propaganda in both 
hemispheres, and Volapuk. dictionaries have 
been published in English, French, German, 
Portuguese and Kussian, and one is being pre- 
ean in Chinese. But the Orientals who write 

y signs, instead of Roman characters, will be 
ata disadvantage in acquiring the new lan- 

uage. Volapuk is studied in Holland, and is 

ast developing into acraze there. A Volapuk 
congress will be held next year at Nuremburg, 
and an international assembly of Volapuk is to 
assemble there in 1889.

THE NEW YORK VICTORY. 


How the Street Car Men Organized as 
Knights of Labor. 

By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
+ New York, March 8.—The policemeh were 
happy yesterday forthe following welcome 
message was flashed over the wires: 

Toall: Dismiss reserves. MUBRAY, Supt. 

Then the men who had been on continuous 
duty around thecar stables since Thursday 
evening, went home. There were smiling 
faces on alltne horse cars in the city yester- 
day and the men saluted each other from 
front platforms with the greatest hilarity. 

‘‘Our victory pushes the organization of the 
Knights of Labor five years ahead,’’ said 
District Master Workman Graham last evea- 
ing. ‘‘It is a conclusive proof of the power of 
united laborers when thoroughly and 
systematically organized. With us, it 
was only a question of _ time. It 
is true that in the adjustment 
of the trouble we have made concessions. 
We thought the men wrong in asking for Mr. 
McLean’s discharge and told them we eould 
not conscientiously back them up in sucha 
demand. He was simply an agent of the com- 
pany and was not responsible for the orders 
of his principals. He was bound to execute. 
But Mr. Sharp, too, though he was inclined to 
bluster and dictate, had come down. If the 
company lives up to the agreement there is no 
further reason to anticipate a railroad strike 
for some time.’’ 
Mr. James P. Graham is the District Master 
Workman of District Assembly No. 75, of the 
Knights of Labor, whoso geographical limits 
are New York, which 
/ INCLUDES ALL LOCAL ASSEMBLIES 
of surface-road employes, in whatever capac- 
ity, from conductors to towboys, and who 
number a little over 18,000. He is thesupreme 
head of what is known as the Empire Protect- 
ive Association, which is only another name 
for the organized assemblies of railroad em- 
ployes. 
‘‘Do we look on the result as a victory?’’ 
said Secretary Andrew J. Best, repeating the 
Post-DISPATCH correspondent’s inquiry. 
‘*I’litell you just whatIthink. Five years 
ago there was not asingle member of the 
Knights of Labor among the thousands of men 
who earned their living on the street railroads 
of New York and Brooklyn. They had heard 
of the Knights and of their spccesses 
here and throughout the Union, but 
they had no definite idea that they 


could be benefited by joining. In fact, they 
did not know how to go about applying for 
work. They worked from fourteen to eighteen 
hours a day and seldom took a day off.’’ 

HOW NEW YORK ORGANIZED. 
‘‘How did they come to organize finally?’’ 
‘‘Itisn’t a very long story. Well, it hap- 
pened like this: You know thousands of 
newspaper men, reporters, printers and press- 
men go over to Brooklyn in the early 
hours of the morning. Among them wasa 
pressman employed on the WORLD, who lived 
well out in Brooklyn, and usually managed to 
catch the Greene and Gates avenue car,driven 
by a big, ruddy-faced, always happy 
Irishman named Pat O’Rourke. O’Rourke 
poured into the willing ear of the pressman 
the story of the hard life of a railroad man and 
imbibed in return some sound advice as to 
how be might be the means of redressing the 
srigvances he complained of. He was told to 
get enough of his fellows together to form an 
assembly of the Knights of Labor, and to see 
what the organization could do for them and 
him. He couldn’t get men enough together. 
It required thirteen and he could only get ten 
of his fellow-railroad men with grit Enough to 
become Knights. ‘‘Now, 
if I call this a victory. 
and thank the good 
When Pat O’Rourke -became ai Knight 
it was in 1882, a little over three years and two 
months, and now we have 18,000 and have 
secured our rights, or partof them. Well, to 
return to my story, O’Rourkegand his nine 
men were initiated Knights ' Labor by the 
ressmen in Franklin Assembly of Pressmen, 
io. 2228, on June 24, 1882. Jt was all donein 
secret, and had any ofthe Brooklyn Railroad 
officials known of it, they would have 
SUMMARILY BOUNCED THEM. 
Those men were Patrick O’Rourke, Andrew, D. 
Best, A. G. Porter; John Rabbitt, Heley 
Sheehy, John Deegan, Thos. Rooney, John 
Colson, Charles Laulenkampf and Bernard 
F. Daly. They had good friends 
among the printers and wpressmen, and at 
every meeting new applicants were initiated, 
until the number ewelled in three months to 
several hundred. Then they began to take 
heart. They began to understand the scope 
and object of the order and to see that when 
they became strong enough they could have 
the strength of a vast order behind thern. 
In the following September all the railroad 
men that had been initiated in Franklin As- 
sembly took transfers and organized the first 
assembly of railroad employes, and were 
known as Union Assembly, No. 3877. These 
were all Brooklyn men. Gradually the 
order spread to New York, but as 
the railroad magnates had no idea 
what was going on, the profoundest secrecy 
had still to be maintained. Two assemblies 
(Nos. 3953 and 4103) were organized and began 
the missionary work in Manhattan Islandina 
Third avenue ceilar, and as men came in from 
the various roads the organization spread like 
wild tire and 
HAS MANY LOCAL ASSEMBLIES 
now in New York and paceetya, Y tensbate, 
West New York, Hunter’s Point-and West- 
chester county. Whenthe order had grown 
to such dimensions in so short a time it was 
judged advisable by the central organization 
to gather them together under the jurisdiction 
of one district and in July, 1834, District No. 75 
was instituted, and that includes New York 
State and all organizations of surface roads. 
‘*Then do you understand,’’ said the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent, ‘‘that all railroad 
men in this vicinity are organized?’’ 
‘*We have allthat we want in the order now. 
There are a few that we would not admit on 
any consideration. We want no loafers, no 
men who do not support their families and are 
not in other respects good men. We have our 
detectives as well as the railroad people, and 
I doubt ifthereisa more thoroughly drilled 
detective force than ours for our needs, in the 
country. To show you how guarded we are in 
admitting members, it ae | be sufficient to 
say that only one man of all that have been 
admitted has proved traitor.’’ , 
**What do you do in such a case?’’ 
‘‘The man is ostracized. His name is printed 
and sent to every a of the Knights, 
and he is a marked man for life.’’ 
Mr. Best said thatthe employes of the ele- 
vated roads have no connection with the 
assemblies of the surface roads, and that the 
rumor that they were to have been ordered 
out on the strike was entirely groundless.

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 


True Story of the Seizure of the Steamer 
City of Mexico. 

By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, March 8.—Friends in this city of 
Gen. Delgado, the alleged filibustering chief, 
have received advices from Key West which 
indicate that the recent international episode 
of the City of Mexico seizure, is likely to end 
in a situation that Commander Foster, of the 
Galena, will find absurdly embarrassing. As 
appears from the Comtander’s own report, 
he seized the City of Mexico on the wild as- 
sertions of some of the more superstitious of 
the crew that their lives were endangered by 
the presence of the unlucky Delgado, anda 
score of other Central American passengers, 
whom they had been unable to put ashore at 
selize, San Andres, or even at Bluefields, 
on the Mosquito coast, owing to the protest of 
President Bogarts, Alexions and the alarmed 
Consuls at those places. The true story ofthe 
City of Mexico’s voyage, as itnow comes to 
light, is full of incidents and complications 
that Gilbert and Sullivan would probably find 
material foran operatta far more amusin 
than the ‘‘Pirates of Penzance.’’ The second 
officer, itis said, bearing at Panama thatan 
enterprising New York paper had luridly de- 
scribed his very ordinary shipand company 
as a filibustering expedition, carrying fire and 
swordinto the peaceful and happy vales of 
Honduras, organized a_ little conspiracy 
of his own, which .ne @ondly hoped would 
rebound to his fame as a patriot, 
if it did not put money into his purse. With 
this idea he worked onthe fears of the crew, 
icturing the probability of their being all 
ylown to Davy Jones’ locker by a shot 
from an American man-of-war, or having their 
throats cut by blood-thirsty bagranites board- 
ing the vessel in the night. The successive 
repuises of Delgado’s attemptto land at Belize 
and on the Mosquito coast, strengthened the 
arguments of this Dick Deadeye of a mate, until 
they began to look on poor Delgado asaJonahb, 
even as the ancient mariner was looked upon 
by bis shipmates after he had shot the Alba- 
tross. Having laid his train 

THE CRAFTY MATE, 

it is reported, proposed a little matter of busi- 
ness to Gen. Delgado, giving him the pleasant 
alternative of ‘‘blowing the whole business’’ 
to the American Consul at Panama. The Hon- 
duranian patriot coolly told him to ‘‘blow,’’ 
Thereupon the mate, at the head of the 
mutineers, declared to the captain that they 
had resoived not to sail with ‘‘those ’ere 
fillybusters.’’ The captain at once ordered 
the ship to be searched and the twenty pas- 
sengers to deliver up their arms. Of this 
prompt action the net result was the produc- 
tion of six pocket revolvers and two 
small Honduranian flags. But the 
flags settled it—the mutineers were not satis- 
fied even when the captain assured them that 
the Central American passengers might take a 
Ship full of flags without violating the neu- 
trality laws. The mate insisted on saving the 
sovereign republic of Honduras from the 
fierce onslaught of twenty unarmed men, 
with or without two flags, by allowing them to 
land on British soil, within a week’s march of 
Honduras. Mr. Brooks Carnes, the American [ 
Consul at Honduras, was appealed to by the 
mate and his companions. Hein turn called 
upon Consul Wright at Panama, who notified 
Admiral Jouett, and under that commander’s 
orders the Galena promptly seized herus a 
prisoner of the American navy. 

Apropos of these queer alleged Central 
American revelations and expeditions, the 
PosT-DISPATCH correspondent was authorita- 
tivelyinformed yesterday that ex-President 
Soto will shortly leave his palatial Fifth ave- 
nue home fora brief visit to Guatemala and 
Nicaragua, and return to Central America for 
the first time inthree years. His visit is re- 
ported to be simply on business connected 
with his mining property and coffee planta- 
tions, but it willbe strange if the presence of 
this leading exponent of Central American 
unity on his native soil does not lead to imme- 
‘diate and important consequences.

MANN’S MURDERERS. 


The Three Schoolcraft Brothers Convicted 
and Sentenced to Prison. 
MCLEANSBORO, ILL., March 8.—The trial of 
the three Schoolcraft brothers for the murder 
of John Mann, was concluded Saturday night, 
after lasting five days.
